Washington, Feb. 27^-Tncreased In­ 
tra-state railroad rates^fsit into effect 
ip all states by the iMttrirstate com­ 
merce commission during the last nine 
months were upheld by the supreme 
court today. 
The decision read by Chief Justice 
Taft was one of the most Important 
handed down In the last decade. 
The 
court declared constitutional that part 
of the rate making provisions of the 
Kseh-Cummlns law which gave the I. 
(’. C. virtually complete control of In­ 
trastate as well as Interstate rates. 
Tills provision of the law was attacked 
by forty three states who claimed that 
their sovereign rights were invaded by 
the statute, and that congress had no 
authority to give the commerce com­ 
mission control over intrastate rates, 
hut only over Interstate matters. 
Tho first legal attack against the 
Fseh-Cummins law to reach the su­ 
preme court was brought by Wiscon­ 
sin state railroad commission against 
the Burlington road. 
Railroads of the country Joined with 
the federal commission In defense of 
Hie law.

plying confusion h> an altogether su- 
perflous association of nations.” 
President Harding is just about as 
strong for the League of Nations as 
the Republican party is free for trade. 
So far the League has created nothing 
hut confusion and ill will. 
With the 
adoption by the Senate of the treaties 
called for by the Arms Conference, 
and their ratification by the parties 
concerned, the last vestige of a rea­ 
son for the existence of the League of 
Nations will have 
been 
destroyed. 
With its champion it. may then talc* 
its place in history alongside the Con­ 
gress of Vienna, the Ford Peace Ship, 
Caligastro and John Law’s Mississippi 
Bubble.
